There was 
no watermark on the paper used for the 


licences printed by the English Stationery 


Otfice. 

Immanuel Greenberg, of the British Board 
of Trade, described to the Court how the 
cattle licences were transferred to Mr. J. W. 
Dulanty, the Free State High Commissioner 
in London. 

John Wiliam Chadwick, a paper-maker 
from Saggart, Co. Dublin, said that the paper 
used in the bogus licences was made at the 
Saggart Mills. H.s firm did not supply any 
paper to the British Stationery Office. 

Evidence of visiting the home of the 
accused was given by Detective-Officer James 
Brady. After Farrell made some remarks 
about the licences, he added: ‘‘I was led 
into a trap, but, remember, ] am no “Carey ’ ; 
[I will deal with this man myself, but I am 
not giving him away.”’ 


AN ALLEGED STATEMENT 


Detective Inspector Wyer said that when 
he questioned Farrell on where he got the 
licences Farre'l declined to tell him. Later 
the accused man made a statement, in the 
course of which he said that a man asked 
him if he wanted to earn £5 in one minute, 
and then told him to see O’Callaghan and ask 
him if he wanted any cattle licences. After 
seeing O'Callaghan, he. went back to the man 
and got the licences frem him. 

The accused man said that he started work 
as an office boy in the Department of Agri- 
culture, when he was about fourteen. He 
remained there for about two years; later, he 
worked for the British and Irish Steampacket 
Company and Messrs, Helys  J.ater “ be- 
came a bookmaker, untii his capital ran out. 
Afterwards he worked for various well-known 
bookmakers in Ireland. He knew that cattle 
export licences were issued and had seen 
them with some of his acquaintances. On 
ths day of the alleged offence, he met 
O’Callaghan and went with him to a shop in 
Dame street. He (Farrell) was waiting out- 
side the shop alone -when a man came up to 
him and said. ‘‘J see you with Ned Cal- 
laghan. Ask him if he will buy fifty cattle 
licences.’’ They made an appointment to 
meet “at a certain place ” in half an hour 
if he would buy them. Afterwards, he asked 
Callaghan if he wouid buy the licences, 
and when he agreed witness went and got 
the licences, which he gave to O’Callaghan 
in exchange for the cheques for £50 and £5. 
A few days later O'Callaghan told him the 
licences were “dud.” He was “ unbalanced 
by the íright.” He had declined to tell 
(Callaghan where he got the licences. Later 
he saw Callaghan and gave him a message: 
‘“ Here’s £20. .Give me back the fifty 
licences and I’ll give you the other £30.” 

In reply to Mr. Sherry, Farrell said that 
the licences were cnly in his possession for 
about ten minutes, during the time he got 
them from one person and handed them to 
O'Callaghan, He thought the licences were 
genuine. 


REFUSED NAME 


Under cross-examination, Farrell said that 
he would not give the name of the man from 


whom he got the licences, He had pledged 
his word not to do so.

STRATOSPHERE 
FLYING 


WHAT IT WOULD MEAN TO 
PASSENGERS 


Lecturing in America on the possibility of 
stratosphere fights, the famous - aircraft 
designer, Igor Sikorsky, damped the ardour 
of those who are promising extraordinary 
developments in aerial passenger travel. 

‘‘Consider what stratosphere flying means 
to the passenger,”’ he said. ‘‘ He would have 
to fly in a hermetically-sealed compartment. 
The air is so thin at 50,000 feet that super- 
charging devices would have to create an 
artificial atmosphere within the _ cabin. 
Disaster lurks just outside the stratosphere 
‘plane in an atmosphere so rarefied that a 
human being would not survive even for a 
few minutes. A tiny porthole could, perhaps, 
be constructed in the cabin, but the whole 
fuselage would have to be so strongly 
armoured against flying to pieces that any- 
thing like adequate windows would be out 
of the question.’’ 

“Claims that airplanes can double their 
speed in the stratosphere seem to me far 
too optimistic,” he continued. “I believe 
that an increase of 20 per cent. to ó0 per 
cent. in speed, as compared with a reason- 
able altitude, is a more accurate estimate. 
From this advantage must be deducted the 
time required to climb to the stratosphere 
and to come down from it. 

‘“A height of 15,000 to 25,000 feet seems 
ideal for long distance planes. It is sufh- 
cient to avoid the majority of storms. At 
such heights no artificial atmosphere need 


be provided, except very slight supercharg- 
ing, and oxygen could .be administered to 
passengers if desired. It is disturbing to 
contemplate the effect of a breakdown in 
the machinery providing artificial atmosphere 
in a stratosphere plane, or to imagine the 
results that would follow the collapse of a 
porthole. It is almost certain that all pai- 
sengers and the pilot would die before the 
ship could be brought down to a liveable 
level. 

“ But this does not minimise the value of 
the stratosphere plane for fast mail or mili- 
tary purposes. ‘Then the additional speed 
is of major importance and fie comfort of 
the pilot of minor vonsequence.”’

BREACH OF COVENANT 


ALLEGED

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH) 


HE hearing of an action of George P. 
Fleming, Drimnagh House, Inchicore, 
Dublin, against Paramount Film Ser- 

vice, Ltd., Pearse street, Dublin, was begun. 

The plaintiff sought a declaration that the 
defendants committed breaches of covenants 
contained in a Jease to them, dated 27th 
June, 1927, of the Capitol Theatre and other 
premises in Princes street, Dublin, from 
the plaintiff. The plaintiff also ‘claimed 
damages in respect of the alleged breaches 
of covenant. 

The statement of claim alleged that the 
defendants had failed to comply with 
covenants to keep the theatre properly fitted, 
furnished and decorated, and to keep fittings 
and other coptents in good repair and con- 
dition, and to yield up the premises and 
contents in good repair and condition on 
the determination of the lease in June, 1934. 
It was further claimed that the defendants 
had failed to comply with requirements 
of the Dublin Corporation for the provision 
of proper dressingrooms and other matters. 


£12,000 A YEAR 


It was stated that the lease to the defen- 
dants was for a term of 21 years at the 
yearly rent of £12,000. On 14th Decem- 
ber, 1933. the deferdants served notice of 
desire to determine the lease in June, 1934, 
and possession was given up by the defen- 
dants accordingly. 

The defendants, by their defence, denied 
that they had committed any breach of 
covenant of the lease, and stated that thev 
kept the theatre and other premises properly 
fitted, furnished: and decorated, and the 
specified contents in good repair and con- 
dition. They denied that they failed to 
comply with any requirement of the Dublin 
Corporation in. regard to the premises. The 
defendants further stated that they paid 
£820 16s. 8d. to the Corporation 
in respect of the first moiety of 
rates on the premises for the financial year 
commencing Ist April, 1934, and that it was 
agreed that £439 lls. 6d., being an appor- 
tioned part of that moiety from 25th June, 
1934, should be paid to them, and that they 
had not received this payment. The defen- 
dants counter-claimed in respect of the 
amount oi £439 lls. 6d., which was ad- 
mitted by the plaintiff.

IGHTEEN counties in the Irish Free 
State have entered teams for the sixth 
annual inter-county contest, controlled by 
the National Ploughing Association, which 
will take place to-day at Tullamore. 

The chief event of the day will be the 
contest for the Inter-County Champion- 
ship, the trophy being the ‘ David 
Frame ’’ Cup, which is competed for 
annually. Four times during the past five 
years the distinction has gone to County 
Wexford, who are the present holders. In 
1933 the winners were County Wicklow. 
Much in the same way the Esma Cup for 
the individual Ploughing Championship of 
Ireland has gone to County Wexford for 
four years, but last year the winner was a 
Wicklow man, Hugh Pierce. Edward 
Jones, of Wexford, won twice, and Michael 
Redmond, Wexford, twice. 

The Royal Dublin Society’s Cup and 
medal for the best pair of Irish draught 
horses was won in 1933 by Mr. J. 
O’Connor, Swords, County Dublin ; in 1934 
by Mr. P. O'Donoghue, Craughwel’, 
County Galway; and last year by Mr. 
William Cashman, Mallow. The judges 
for this trophy to-day will be Messrs. J. F. 
Fitzgerald, V.S., Dublin; Major M. C. 
Hamilton, Roundwood, Mountrath; and 
Richard Wallace, Shinrone, Offaly. 

It will be remembered that in 1931 the 
Inter-County Ploughing Championship was 
held in Athy. In 1932 it took place at 
Gorey, the following vear at Clondalkin, 
County Dublin, and last year at Mallow. 


DIFFERENT STYLES 


Since de new year, counties intending to 
participade have held successful ploughing 
matches with a view to selecting teams for 
to-day’s big event; and the question now 
being asked is: Will the Wexford sequence 
be broken again; and, if so, by what other 
team? There are differences of opinion as 
to the merits of broken and solid plough- 
ing, and it has been suggested that classes 
should be provided for the different styles. 
A glance at the programme issued in con- 
nection with to-day’s competition does not 
indicate any such intention on the part of 
the National Ploughing Association. 

The judges are to be left to their own 
discretion as to the merits of the plough- 
ing, but shall work to the following scale 
of -marks:—Middle, 60; Packing and 
General Work, 40; Skimming, 40; 
Straightness, 30; Furrow, 30—total pos- 
sible marks, 200. The total points, minus 
points deducted for breaches of the rules, 
if any, shall determine each individual 's 
place in the contest. The higher the score, 
the higher the place. The county team 
whose members secure in the aggregate the 
highest net number of marks shall be 
declared the winner, while the individual 
who secures the highest net number of 
marks shall be declared the champion 
ploughman of Ireland for this year.

I think there is no greater proof of the 
extent to which “ the times have changed ”’ 
(as they say in country parts) than the 
almost complete departure from the life 
of Dublin of the procession or pageant. 
Yet Dublin was designed and built during 
times when display was part of every-day 
life, even if the mass of the people merely 
took part in it as spectators. The place 
which pageantry held in the life of times 
past is evident from the number of 
balconies which still exist on houses all 
over Dublin, and which give to Dublin a 
pathetic air of faded grandeur, by now 
not very far removed from shabby 
centility. One can imagine the days when 
those balconies were frequently thronged 
with ladies and gentlemen in fine clothes, 
the days when cheers were referred to as 
‘‘huzzas’’ and were almost as formal as 
the manners of the period, when deport- 
ment was an art and dancing the very acme 
of grace. The balcony is a characteristic 
of Italian architecture, and the balconies 
of Dublin make one think that Venice 
must have a similar, but very much more 
mournful, air, and be still more full of a 
splendour which has lost its meaning.

Energy Wasted 


Following my remarks last week on the 
inordinate number of times the ball goes 
out of play in Rugby, a correspondent 
points out that hurling is probably the 
best game in this respect, as the formation 
adopted by the teams tends to keep the 
play along a line drawn from goal to goal, 
and the ball only goes over the touch- 
line by accident. Naturally it would be 
too much to expect Rugby forwards, who 
only get one or at most two matches in 
the course of a week, and very little 
chance to train in the meantime, to keep 
going hard for long periods without a 
breathing space; but what I do consider 
unnecessary is to see the attacking side 
send the ball out of play so often. 
Defensive kicking is necessary, but when 
the ball comes out cleanly from the scrum 
to backs who may be near their own 
twenty-five more efforts might be made to 
open up the play, instead of booting the 
ball straight back into touch. What has 
always struck me forcibly is the amount 
of energy forwards are allowed to waste in 
rushing up to form a scrum, and then 

ushing like demons for a minute or 
onger while a wing three-quarter is 
retrieving: the ball from touch. The 
referee could help in this respect by pre- 
venting the forwards from getting down 
until the scrum-half was ready to put the 
ball in.

COMMANDER BRIND 
FOUND GUILTY

BRIND, of Fenny Compton stables, 

near Leamington Spa, again appeared 
at the Mansion House Justice Room, London, 
yesterday on summonses alleging evasion of 
duty on horses imported from Ireland. 

Commander Brind has pleaded guilty to ten 
summonses alleging that he made false 
declarations on oe lan forms. ‘There were 
ten further summonses against him, accusing 
him of being concerned in attempted fraudu- 
lent evasion of Customs duties. 

Four summonses for alleged attempted 
fraudulent evasion of duties were also issued 
against Captain the Honourable Arthur 

alcolm Augustus Baillie, second son of 
Baroness Burton, of Woughton House, 
Bletchley. The cases are being dealt with 
separately. So far only evidence in the case 
of Commander Brind has been taken. He is 
defended by Sir Henry Curtis-Bennett, K.C., 
and Mr. P. Colin Duncan; and Captain 
Baillie is defended by Mr. Norman Birkett, 
K.C., and Mr. Walter Frampton. 

Commander Brind pleaded not guilty to the 
summonses alleging attempted fraudulent 
evasion of Customs duties. 

The hearing of evidence in his case was 
resumed yesterday, 


EVIDENCE 


Lieu.-Colonel Charles Walwyn, of Moreton- 
in-Marsh, Gloucestershire, stated that in 
1900 he was at remount dépóts in America 
and South Africa, and from 1918-22 he was 
chief instructor at the Remount Equitation 
School at Weedon. He had had experience 
of hunters all his life, and had bought a 
great number in Ireland. In buying horses 
there were the closed and open market values. 
A close market was where a man went to 
Ireland, had every trial on the horse, had a 
day’s hunting on it, and very likely met a 
person who had ridden it to hounds. 

Mr. Colin Duncan—How much of its value 
is attributable to this warranty?—A_ very 
great deal—about 75 per cent. 

Colonel Walwyn said that most horses that 
came to England had to be made, or re-made. 
A very great risk was taken in buying a horse 
good for hunting in Ireland, for hunting in 
England. The open market was a public one, 
Having seen two of the horses, named Radiant 
and Venus, mentioned in the charges, he 
would say that at the time of their importa- 
tion they were worth about £30 each, although 
it was difficult to say some time afterwards.

service, and the importance of secur- 

ing funds for the extension of their 
premises, were stressed at yesterday's gene- 
ral meeting of the members and subseribers 
of the Incorporated Dental Hospital of Ire- 
land, which was held at Lincoln place, 
Dublin, Mr. Henry J. Monahan, barrister- 
at-law, presiding. 

The Dental School report, which was read 
by Mr. D. L. Rogers, the Dean, stated 
that the number of students on the roll. was 
38, a slight decrease as compared with 
1933-34. Seventeen had passed the qualify- 
ing examinations of the various universities 
and colleges, some with honour marks, 
which reflected great credit upon the teach- 
ing staff. They had all commenced prac- 
tice, some on their own account; others 
had obtained appointments 

At present only part-time school dentists’ 
appointments were being made, which was not 
considered by the dental profession adequate 
for the requirements, ‘lk sooner or later, 
a Whole-time school dental service must be 
inaugurated in this country. Great advan- 
tages would be derived if systematic 
examination and treatment of all school 
children could be carried out. Many teeth 
which were not extracted would be saved, 
and also much immediate and subsequent 
suffering on the part of the children avoided. 
The service would, of course, find employ- 
ment for many graduates. 


WORK AT THE HOSPITAL 


The annual report for the year ended 
Slst December, 1935, stated that once more 
they were able to report an increase in the 
amount of work carmed out at the hospital. 
Lhe attendance of patients in the various 
departments amounted to 37,672 for the 
year. In the conservation department there 
were 5,119 fillings, as against. 2,418 for the 
previous year; 201 root fillings and 583 
scalings, and as many as 633 X-ray investiga- 
tions were made as against 511, and 221 
inlays, 145 gold fillings and 52 crowns. ' 

In the dispensary (the extraction depart- 
ment) 20,866 patients had received freé treat- 
ment during the last twelve months, an in- 
crease of 2,017 over the previous year; all 
those cases had been given a local anesthetic. 
thus saving unnecessary pain, and no charge 
had been made. The numbers attending the 
dispensary were taxing fully the accommoda 
tion available; this increase in number formed

He saw three other horses on their arrival 
from Ireland.

Mr. Edgar Ringer, a Leamington Spa 
Veterinary Surgeon. said that he had had 44 
years’ experienc? of examining hunters, polo 
ponies, and thoroughbreds. One of Com- 
mander Brind’s horses, Aristocrat, he re- 
jected as a ‘‘ whistler ’’—it had unsoundness 
of wind—and he valued it at £25. Another. 
Hari Kari, was suffering from pleurisy, and 
was worth about £30. 

Captain Reginald Portal, K.N., said that he 
had the permission of the Second Sea Lord 
to read a report on  Comiander 
Brind’s conduct while in the ‘Navy. 
He became a sub-lientenant in 1914, and 
lieutenant in March, 1916. Early in the war 
he was in a ship which was sunk by a mine 
and was severely injured. Before the end 
of the year he was serving again in 1 
destroyer in the Harwich Force, which was 
the only ship in his squadron that escaped 
the Germans at the Battle of Jutland. At 
an exceptionally early age he became a 
Destroyer Commander. After the war he 
was engaged in clearing mine-fields, and his 
ship was again blown up. Early in 1924 he 
was invalided out on account of his eyesight, 
which was affected by his war service. The 
report concluded that Commander Brind was 
‘‘an officer of upright character, vigour. 
initiative and decision, and a man ol 
courage.’ 

Sir Henry Curtis Bennett said that from 
the earliest moment ‘‘ommander Brind had 
pleaded guilty to making false declarations, 
but the other summonses were of a very 
much more serious nature, involving the 
allegation of fraud. We dispute frand as 
strongly as we possibly can, he added. What 
Commander Brind said was: “I put these 
false entries upon these documents because 
J believed I was entitled to put the open 
market value, plus twenty per cent, and 
that would be the amount upon which my 
horses would have to pay duty.” 

Sir Maurice Jenks said that Le would 
give his decision in Commander Brind’s case 
later in the day. He did not propose to 
start hearing the case of Captain Baillie 
that day, and it would be adjourned. 

After the luncheon. adjournment Sir 
Maurice Jenks announced that he found 
Commander Brind guilty of the ten sum- 
monses accusing him of being concerned in 
attempted fraudulent evasion ‘of Customs 
duties. He would announce the penalties 
on these and the other summonses to which 
Commander Brind had pleaded guilty after 
he had heard the case of Captain Baillie next 
Monday. 


ARGENTINE RAILWAY 
FREIGHTS 


STATEMENT BY FINANCE 
MINISTER 
From REUTER'8 CORRESPONDENT. 


BUENOS AIRES, Tuesday. 

An announcement of great interest to 
shareholders in British-owned railways in 
Argentina was made after a Cabinet 
Council to-day by Don Roberto Ortiz, the 
Finance Minister. The Government had, he 
said, considered the application from the 
railways for an increase in freights, and 
was unable to accede to it for the same 
reasons that operated in 1928. Indeed, 
he continued, the Government had con- 
sidered the possibility of reducing maize 
freight rates, in order to assist the pro- 
ducer. 

“However, as an alternative, the 
Government will seek to procure that the 
exchange problem shall not press so 
heavily on the railways, and with this 
object my Ministry will study the matter 
with the object of introducing pertinent 
modifications.’’ et 

The Minister added that, in order to 
reach an emergency arrangement opera- 
tive for 1936, the railway representatives 
are being invited to meet the Ministers 
of Finance, Foreign’ Affairs, Public 
Works, and Agriculture, 

To-morrow the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs will be present, owing to the con- 
nection which the solution reached may 
have with the Roca Anglo-Argentine 
agreement.

EARTHQUAKE SHOCKS 
IN INDIA

CALCUTTA, Tuesday. 

Messages have just been received here 
reporting earthquaké shocks in several 
places early to-day. Earth tremors of 
moderate intensity occurred at Patna. 
There were no casualties. 

There was panic in some sections of the 
city owing to a_ recent prope? by 
astrologers that Patna would rocked 
by @ severe earthquake to-morrow. 

A severe earthquake shock was felt at 
Muzaffarpur, Bihar Province, 400 miles 
from Patna. Panic-stricken inhabitants 
rushed from houses, and buildings were 


shaken, but no loss of life or serious 
damage is reported.

In the department for general anzsthetic

In returning thanks ‘to all the subscribers 
and donors to the hospital the Governors 
asked for a continuance of their support, and 
said that they would desire that the number 
could be added to, especially as the need 
for extension of premises, so urgently re. 
quired, had become acute. Despite increased 
revenue from investments and the rigid 
economy employed, their deficit for the vear 
amounted to a sum of £778 14s: 10d., and 
the Governors, therefore, appealed for a larger 
share of financial support, in the form of 
annual subscriptions, on the part of the 
general public. 

For each £1 subscriber ten 
available, entitling the 
deserving cases for dental treatment, such 
as filling or in part payment towards i 
general anesthetic or towards artificial work. 

The Chairman proposed, and Mr, A. N. 
Dickson seconded, that the auditors’ report, 
financial and other reports, be adopted, This 
was unanimonsly adopted,

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ROAD TRAFFIC ACT 


D.J. DISAGREES WITH 
JUDGE 
From Our CorkESPONDENT. 
LETTERKENNY, Tuesday: 


The decision of Judge Wyse Power, 
recently reported, concerning the manner 
of instituting proceedings under the Road 
Traffic Act, and stated to affect thousands 
of pending summonses, was mentioned by 
Mr. L. Walsh, D.J., at Milford Court 
to-day. The Justice said that Judge Wyse 
Power was reported as having held that 
prosecutions under this statute must be 
brought by the Attorney-General. If this 
was good law the consequences would be 
very serious, because if the Attorney- 
General were the complainant he would 
have to be represented by a solicitor in 
every small case, as Garda proving the 
case would have no right of audience, not 
being complainants. He could find nothing 
in the Road Traffic Act declaring that the 
Attorney-General must be the prosecutor 
in cases brought under it. Unless, and 
until, the High Court decided otherwise, 
or that he was reversed on appeal by the 
Circuit Court in that county in a case in 
which the matter had been fully con- 
sidered, he would continue to allow 
summonses brought under the Road Traffic 
Act to be brought by Gardai, as had been 
the case all over the country since 1924.

HE Archbishop of Dublin was pre- 
. sented yesterday with two portraits of 

himself painted in oils by Mr. Oswald 
Birley. The portraits are of different sizes, 
and are life-like. The larger painting is to 
be hung in the Palace along with the pic- 
tures of Dr. Gregg’s predecessors. The 
other one is a gift, personal to the Arch- 
bishop and his family. Both are presents 
from the clergy and laity of the United 
Diocese of Dublin, Glendalough and Kil- 
dare. 

In the Diocesan Hall, Upper Baggot street, 
Dublin, before a large assemblage from all 
parts of the diocese, the presentation was 
made by Professor W. E. Thrift, F.,T.C.D., 
T.D. 

The Venerable Harvey Stewart said that 
the Rev. W. J. Mayne, in this whole move- 
ment, had done many men’s work, and they 
would agree that the movement had been 
brought to a very successful and happy con- 
clusion. 

The Rev. W. J. Mayne said that he re- 
gretted the absence of the Provost of 
Trinity College. The following had also 
apologised for inability to attend :—Lady 
Mabel Fitzgerald, the Earl and Countess of 
Meath, Lord and Lady Chás, Lady Nestor 
Fitzgerald, Lord and Lady Talbot de Mala- 
hide, Sir John Arnott, Canon Gough, Lord 
Belmore, Mr. and Mrs. Jameson, and Sir 
Alfred Callagnan. 

The credit for the idea of making the 
presentation, he continued, was due to the 
Venerable Harvey Stewart. In 1915 Canon 
Gregg, as he then was, was called to 
occupy the See of Ossory for five years, and 
added another name to the line of Bishops 
remarkable in the history of the Church of 
Ireland for their scholarships. In 1920 he 
was welcomed back as Archbishop of Dub- 
ling On the occasion of his 21st year 
in the  Episcopate many of them 
felt that it would be very graceless and 
ungrateful if they passed. over the Arch- 
bishop's services without so much as “ Thank 
you.” He had occupied the See of Dublin 
‘during years that were fraught with great 
and terrible issues for the Church at large 
and the diocese in particular. When the 
fourth volume of the Official History of the 
Church of Ireland came to be written, he had 
no doubt that-the name of Dr. Gregg would 
be very large in it. 

Having consulted the Archbishop regard- 
ing the presentation, the Committee had been 
mindful of his wish that nobody should be 
unduly taxed. The list of 600 subscribers 
showed that the presentation came from the 
modest gifts of the many, rather than from 
the large donations of the few. The presen- 
tation was not merely a token of respect and 
reverence to their chief pastor. They all knew 
what was his energy in sickness and health, 
and what a high sense of responsibility he’ 
had. But if they were to appreciate the Arch- 
bishop’s true worth, they must have trod at 
some time in the valley of sorrow, and then 
they would know what Christian compassion 
meant. No man had done more to earn the 
title of “ Father in God ” than Archbishop 
Gregg 


PROFESSOR THRIFT’S 
TRIBUTE 


Professor W. E. Thnift, in making the 


presentation, endorsed the previous speaker s 
tribute. He said that from aber, know- 
ledge he could speak of the indefatigable 
zeal with which the Archbishop . devoted 
himself to any work that he took in hand. 
For twenty-five years, Professor Thrift said, 
he had been a Professor in the Medical 
Faculty in Trinity College, while Dr. Gregg 
was a Professor in the Divinity School. Dr. 
Gregg returned to Dublin m 1920 as Arch- 
bishop, and if they looked back over the 
last sixteen years he thought they would 
feel that they had been through a period .ol 
trial, difficulty and strain, a period in which 
one strain after another had come upon those 
who were responsible for guiding the Church 
and for the welfare of those under then 
charge. The reaction following the War was 
ust over, and the difliculties of peace were 
iantnted to be felt. There were changed 
conditions of life; unemployment was_be- 
ginning to show itself as terrible Hydra, the 
changed value of money, the political un- 
certainties, and the unsettled state of the 
country led to problems oí the greatest 
gravity. He thought that when historians 
came to size up what had been done in the 
last sixteen years they would record that 
they had deep reason to be thankful to God 
for the Archbishop of Dublin, who was at 
the head of the diocese during that period. 
He knew the close personal contact, that 
there was between the Archbishop and the 
clergy, and the intimate knowledge that he 
had of parishes, and even of individuals in 
the most scattered part of the diocese. He 
had nothing but admiration for the unstinted 
way in which the Archhishop devoted him- 
sell to the most minute details to every 
branch of work in the United Diocese. It 
had been his observation throughout life that 
singleness of purpose and devotion to duty 
met with ready and wide acknowledgment 
when they were once seen and proved, He 
thought they had a magnificent example of 
that in the homage that was paid by the whole 
world on the death of His late Maiesty. 
He thonght that there was something alike in 
the whole-hearted way in which support had 
been given to the movement for the presenta- 
tion. “ We pray,’’ he concluded, “that you 
may long be spared to give us the benefit of 
your wise counsel and your unstinted care 
throughout the whole United Diocese.” 


ARCHBISHOP’S REPLY 


The <Archkishop of Dublin. said that. 
although he felt that what had been said by 
pe speakers had been said from their 
iearts, he also felt that it was what they 
wished, just as much as it represented the 
actual facts. He did, however, thank them 
all most heartily, both for what they had said 
and for the presentation of these two beautiful 
pictures. T’he presentation reminded him that 
he had held his office for fifteen years. ‘hat 
was a long tenure of office for an Archbishop 
of Dublin, but he sincerely hoped that it 
would be his privilege to serve as Archbishop 
of Dublin for many years to come. One of 
the pictures, he mentioned, was to hang in the 
Palace, in which the pictures of old Arch 
bishops were hung. 

During the fifteen years in which he had 
held office very many changes had taken 
place in the diocese. ‘here were now, roughly, 
120 incumbencies and curacies-in-charge. while 
in 1920 there were 130. Of the 120 as many as 
90 had changed their personnel; there were 


. 


only 30 incumbents who now held the oftice 


that they held fifteen years ago. In the 
Chapter of Christ Church there was only the 
one, the Archdeacon of Glendalough, his old 
friend, who held the same office as he then 
had. There had been seven consecrations in 
the last fifteen years, so that one saw what a 
tremendous change there had been in the 
poranaiter of the various dioceses through the 
hurch in Southern Ireland. 


THE GREATEST CHANGE 


Perhaps, the greatest change of all had 
been the change of Government. That change 
had been of great gravity, great difficulty for 
those who held official positions in the 

urch, 

“ To many of us,” he said, ‘‘ these changes 
have been changes difficult to accept, but, at 
the same time, one of those things that one 
has to do is try to learn to accept facts with 
as good grace-as you can. I have always 
tried in that sense to accept facts and incor- 
porate them in one’s experience. I must say 
that, as I look back over these fifteen years, 
I think these changes, great as they have 
been, have been much less trying than they 
might have been. I have always tried, in 
dealing with this new situation, to get people 
to see that it exists ag a result of the action 
of the Government, to which they thought it 
was their duty to be loyal—the Government 
of the United Kingdom. It was that Govern- 
ment which established this particular situa- 
tion. It is, therefore, a duty of loyalty to 
reconcile ourselves to the position and make 


the very best of it.” .

Last .evening’s debate in the House of 
Lords on the subject of Yrearmament 
served at least oe useful purpose: it gave 
the lie direct to those scare-mongers who 
are trying to make the public’s flesh creep 
on the alleged ground that the Royal Navy 
is obsolete. Ever since the War the idea 
has been growing that the days of naval 
warfare are over—that the wars of the 
future will be conducted almost entirely 
in the air, and that, therefore, the nation 
with the largest and most efficient air 
force will have an enormous advantage 
over its rivals. It has been argued that 
a thousand modern aeroplanes can be 
built for the price of one capital ship of 
war, and there is a school of thought in 
Great Britain that has gone so far as to 
suggest that the Navy ought to be scrapped 
and, that a huge fleet of aircraft ought 
to be provided in its stead. Lord Monsell, 
the First Lord of the Admiralty, made it 
perfectly clear in the House of Lords that 
most of this propaganda against the 
Navy is wholly without foundation. The 
Admiralty may be slow, but it is reason- 
ably sure in its methods, and during the 
last seventeen years it has not been com- 
pletely idle. It has made experiments on 
an exceedingly large scale to test the 
values of battleships and 
according to the First

ability to look after itself in the event of 
war. It certainly is a significant fact 


‘hat, while all sorts of ‘‘ experts’’ have 
been decrying the value of ‘battleships,

throughout the world, no nation hitherto 


not only in the British Empire, 
has shown the least anxiety to get rid of 
| them. At the present moment no fewer 
than seven capital ships of the first rank 
! are being built in Europe alone. New 
methods of attack invariably lead to new 
methods of defence. The whole history of 
warfare is based on this principle, and 
there is little doubt that the Navy is well 


abreast of the times. 


The Navy still is the British Empire’s 
first line of defence not only for purposes 
of protection at home, but also for the 
safeguarding of trade routes all over the 
world. It must not be forgotten that the 
first care of any British Government in 
time of war must be to ensure the safety of 
the nation’s food supplies. During the 
last war the activities of the German 
submarines very nearly achieved their 
the of the 


peoples of these islands; and steps must 


object—namely, starvation 
be taken to make sure that, if another 
war should break out, the Navy shall be 
in a position to fulfil its major function. 
We do not suggest that aircraft ought to 
be neglected. On the contrary, London is 
so vulnerable to attack from the air that 
the Royal Air Force ought to be brought 
up to the highest possible pitch of 
efficiency, and its strength ought to be at 
least equal to that of any other air force in 
Europe. We are convinced, however, that 
the Navy, in the long run, would play a 
decisive part in any possible struggle in 
which the British Empire might happen 
to become involved. Sea power un- 
doubtedly won the last war for the Allies, 
and, however much the science of aero- 
nautics may have been developed in the 
meantime, the British Empire still must 
depend on its ships. The failure of the 
Naval Conference in London has thrown a 
lurid light on the dangers that threaten 
the world’s peace at the moment. Japan 
is determined to and, 
although British interests may not be 
involved directly, it is essential that the 
Royal Navy shall be prepared to answer 


any possible calls that may be made upon

The world is drifting steadily 
towards another war; of that fact, un- 
happily, there can be no reasonable doubt. 
All the nations—including those that are 
supposed to be bankrupt—are arming 
themselves to the teeth.

On many occasions we have pointed out 
the enormous importance to this country 
of a proper system of defences for the 
British Isles. Britain is almost certain to 
be embroiled in the next war, wherever 
or however it may arise, because she is 
one of the Powers that control a large 
portion of the earth, and, as such, is the 
object of envy to those that control 
nothing but their own little territories. 
From the purely abstract point of view— 
and judged by standards of high ethic— 
the British Empire probably has no real 
right to such vast possessions ; and, in an 
ideal world, it might invite sundry other 
nations to share them. We do not live in 
an ideal world. We live in a world that 
is governed largely by fear, and one of the 
basic principles of our civilisation is that 
what one has one holds. The British 
peoples, therefore, are determined that 
they will not allow other nations to seize 
their belongings, as it were. They know 
that Japan has her eyes on Australia ; 
that Italy covets Egypt; that Russia has 
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Empire in India, and that certain Powers 


mu 


not abandoned her idea of a Muscovite | 


nearer home would be mwu:e than glad to 
establish a pied-d-terre on this island of 
ours. They also know that war would be 
declared on them to-morrow but for the 
fact that they possess a powerful navy. 
Without that navy the British people 
would be defenceless ; and for that reason 
it is of vital importance that, whatever 
money may be devoted to purposes of re- 
armament in the near future, the demands 
of the navy shall not be ignored. In our 
opinion, one of the most important factors 
in the whole scheme of imperial defence is 
the position of the Irish Free State 
vis-a-vis the United Kingdom. The 
interests of the two States in respect of 
defence are absolutely identical, and, 
therefore, there ought to be a very definite 
understanding between London 
Dublin. The position at the moment is— 
or it seems to be—highly anomalous. If 
a war should break out suddenly, how 
would the Saorstdt set about the problems 
of national defence? The idea of Free 
State childish.

Mr. Malcolm Macdonald is to remain 
Secretary for Dominion Affairs. He was 
appointed to that office in the reshuffle of 
the British Cabinet which followed Mr. 
Stanley Baldwin’s elevation to the 
Premiership, in succession to Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald, last summer. At the general 
election of November Mr. Malcolm 
Macdonald lost his seat in the Commons, 
and a new seat for him became an urgent 
necessity ; for it is a convention of govern- 
ment in Great Britain that the leading 
members of the Cabinet shall sit’ in 
Parliament, and a Minister who fails to 
secure a seat, as a rule, vacates his office 
in the Cabinet. Yesterday, however, Mr. 
Macdonald was elected member for Ross 
and Cromarty. He polled a total number 
of 8,949 votes, against 5,967 -for the 
Labour candidate, 2,427 for Mr. Randolph 
Churchill, who stood as a Conservative, 
and 738 for the Liberal candidate. It 
would be easy to overstress the significance 
to Great Britain of Mr. Macdonald’s 
victory. He was, of course, the only 
candidate to stand a‘ real chance. The 
electors hardly could have been expected 
to reverse their decision, and to elect a 
Labour man, so soon after the general 
election; the Liberal was doomed from 
the start, and Mr. Randolph Churchill 
threw away whatever hope he might have 
possessed by his ill-tempered assaults 
upon Mr, Macdonald during the cam- 
paign. It would be unwise to derive from 
the result any conclusions concerning the 
future of National “Government in ‘Great 
Macdonald’s return may have consider- 
able significance. In the establi am 
and maintenance of relations, good 
bad, between Great Britain and the Free 
State, the personality of the Dominion 
Secretary is bound to play an. impor 
part.

A London wiagistrate has attacke4 the | 
axhausting verbosity of the laws which 
govern the work of police courts; and, 
somewhat scornfully, he draws attention to 
sections of statutes which require “ both 
legal training and acute concentration ”’ 
to understand. In reference to the Sum- 
mary Jurisdiction Act of 1848 he says: 
“Even stipendiary magistrates can 
scarcely be blamed for not grasping all 
these executive subtleties, and they are 
certainly beyond the capacity of most lay 
justices.”” Where a Court may issue 20 
marriage summonses in a week, their 
service to-day is governed by a “' voluble, 
yet inadequate, section of the 1848 Act, 
save that, by an Act of 1933, they may now 
be sent by registered post.’’ The condi- 
tions of service in the old Act. are set forth 
in “ 39 solid lines and 488 words.” 
Another section—that which concerns 
warrants—is even more lengthy. Here 
there are “‘ 74 lines without break, nearly 
1,000 words. The first pause comes in line 
18.’’ Lastly, in a section of the Indictable 
Offences Act, bewildering reference is made 
not only once, but twice, to “ any con- 
stable, head-borough, tithingman, bors- 
holder, or any other peace officer.’’ One 
can sympathise with the magistrate who is 
faced with page after page of repetition, 
anachronism and volubility on a morning 
when he is pressed for time, and his head 
persistently is aching ; but it is difficult to 
see how improvement could be effected. In 


| the first place, it would be a task of 


simply gigantic proportions, and it would 
involve the attention of the most distin- 
guished jurists in the land for a longer 
period than they could afford; and, 
secondly, it might not be easy to persuade 
these distinguished jurists to lend their 
aid. Every trade, after all, has its own 
phraseology, and, if the dispensation of 
justice is wrapped up in greater techni- 
calities than others, it, at least, is in need 
of greater precision than most. There are 
many absurdities and redundances in 
nearly every section of the law; but, if 
one tried to eliminate them, the last state 
of the Statute Book might be considerably 
worse than the first.

THE EDUCATION 
BILL 


—— > 


In a leading article to-day The Times 
observes :—From the nature of the subject, 
education bills have always been highly 
controversial, and the Government 
measure, which comes up for second read- 
ing to-morrow, is no exception to the rule. 
The point at issue may be put quite 
shortly. The Government, both in their 
education manifesto and in the bill, pro- 
pose to put up the school-leaving age from 
fourteen to fifteen, and in principle there 
is little opposition to this reform. But 
there are to. be exemptions for beneficial 
employment at the discretion of the local 
authorities, and experience. both recent and 
earlier, shows that such pressure is brought 
to bear by parents, ratepaying voters 
and employers that the percentage of 
exemptions is likely to be inordinately 
high. In one case, where the age limit 
had already been raised on these terms. 
the percentage was about ninety; and in 
Bath, where the school age was also put 
up by law, there were actually fewer 
children in the schools under the new 
system than under the old. In other 
districts where the alteration has been 
made the percentage of exemptions has 
been well over fifty. 

Under the bill as it stands it is antici- 
pated that half the children will succeed 
in obtaining beneficial employment, In 
other words, the average leaving age will 
be 145, and the financial structure is 
in fact. built on this basis. Experience 
also shows that an increase in the 
school age, with exemptions, is a very slow 
process. Under the Act of 1890 the age 
was increased from thirteen to fourteen. 
and it was not till twenty years later that 
the actual leaving age became fourteen, 
to be increased slightly under the Act of 
1918. Thus it is not practical politics to 
make the leaving age universally fifteen 
at one bound. On the other hand, the 
Government are committed to making 
fifteen the lega] limit of compulsion. : 

What then can be done to meet the 
difhculties with which the bill in its pre- 
sent form is faced? One suggestion which 
has been put forward with some authority 
is that the age should’ be increased 
gradually during four vears by three months 
at.a time. Against this there are obvious 
administrative difficulties. Local authori- 
‘ies, if they are to go forward with con- 
fidence and success, must know where they 
stand. If there is to be a solution on 
these lines, it would be far simpler and 
more effective to put up the school age 
to fifteen—in accordance with the Govern 
ment pledges before the election and with- 
out anv divergence from the princimes to 
which they are committed by the bi!l —and 
to allow no exemptiona at all until the 
end of the term during which the age of 
fourteen and six months is reached.

SIR L. J. GRANT, BART. 

Sir Ludovic James Grant, Bart., who was 

Regius Professor of Public Law in Edin- 
burgh University from 1890 to 1922, died in 
Edinburgh só soil ón aged 73. He was an 
Honorary Doctor of Laws of Edinburgh and 
Glasgow Universities, and was captain of 
the Royal and Ancient Golf Club of St. 
Andrews in 1911. 
_ Sir Ludovic was the son of Sir Alexander 
Grant, who was principal of the University 
of Edinburgh from 1878 to 1884, and was 
sthe fourth of an unbroken succession of men 
closely associated with Edinburgh Univer- 
sity. 


MAJOR-GENERAL SIR EDWARD 


| MAY 

Major-General Sir Edward May, K.C.B., 
C.M.G., died at Rockbeare Court, Devon, 
on Monday last, at the age of eighty, says 
The Times. He was one of a distinguished 
family, many members of which rose to 
eminence in their professions. The eldest” son 
of the Right Hon. George May, Lord Chief 
Justice of Ireland, Edward Sinclair May was 
born on February 1, 1856, and was brought 
up in Dublin. His later education was re- 
ceived at Rugby and at the Royal Military 
Academy, where the Prince Imperial was a 
fellow-cadet. 

May was gazetted Lieutenant in the Royal 
Artillery in January, 1875; gained his cap- 
taincy at the end of 1883, and two years 
later returned to the Royal Military Academy 
as Instractor in Military Topography. Later 
he added tactics, military law and ad- 
ministration to his subjects, and in 1891 was 
appointed a “ professor ” (chief instructor), 
obtaining his majority in that year. In 1895 
he returned to active soldiering to raise a 
new field battery. He had already con- 
tributed many articles on tactics and mili- 
tary history to the Service journals, anc pub- 
lished, in book form, ‘‘ Achievements of Field 
Artillery.” This was followed by ‘‘Guns and 
Cavalry’’ (1896) and “Field Artillery with 
the Other Arms” (1898). He took part in 
the South African War, and in 1903, being 
promoted full Colonel, was appointed Assis- 
taunt Adjutant-General in Military Education 
and Training at the War Office. 

On leaving the War Office in December, 
1907, he went to the Irish Command as 
Assistant Quartermaster-General, becoming 
Brigadier-General, General Staff, less than a 
vear later. While in Ireland he published 
ms “‘Introduction to Imperial Geography.” 
His promotion to Major-General came on 
In the following April, at 
the termination of his Irish Staff appoint- 
ment, he went on half-pay, and continued 
so for two years. Then he was sent out to 
India to command the Presidency Brigade in 
Calcutta. Later he succeeded to the com- 
mand of the 8th Lucknow Division, retiring 
from the, Service when he reached the age 
limit on August 18, 1918, having been 
created K.C.B, 


FLORENCE SMITHSON 

Florence Smithson (Mrs. Florence Annette 
Robinson), the singer and actress, who was 
hailed by Madame Patti as “the nightingale 
of Wales,” died in a nursing home at Cardiff 
yesterday, aged 52. 

Miss Smithson was born at Merthyr Tydfil. 
where her father was owner and manager of 
the Theatre Royal. She made her stage 
début at the age of three. An actress and 
a soprano cf note, she appeared in many pro- 
ductions on the West End stage before the 
war, Her first appearance in London was at 


the Lyric Theatre in 1905, in “The Blne 


Moon,” when her success wes immediate. In 
196 she played Helene in “The Dairy- 
maids.’”’ Afterwards she went on tour in 


‘The Blue Moon ” and in “ Tom Jones.” Tn 
1909 she played Sombra in “The Arcadians ” 
at the Shaftesbury Theatre. In 1914 she 
went to Australia to sing in music halls, but 
the war curtailed her tour. Returning toLondon 
in 1915, she filled engagements in music and 


visited Australia. Two vears later she went 
to Durban, and, with a concert party, tra- 
velled through South Africa until February, 
1927, when she returned to England.

Industry and War 


Co-ordination of the most important in- 
dustries in this country for joint action 
in time of war is being fully considered, 
and it is probable that definite proposals 
will be placed before the Prime Minister 
at an early date.

Services, and that the munitions resources 


of the country may be placed under the 
control of a body consisting of Government 
representatives and private manufacturers. 
Apart from munitions, other industries are 
concerned with the production of supplies 
necessary in time of war, and a committee 
representing various industries is to be set 
up to ascertain how far each is organised 
to meet potential requirements. 


Egypt | 


The British Government is much con- 
cerned about the situation in Egypt, and 
very great importance is attached to the 
treaty negotiations which are to begin in 
the course of the next few weeks. Four 
points will be maintained by the British 
negotiators as definite and unalterable. 
These are the control of the Sudan, reten- 
tion of foreign rights in Egypt, British 
protection of the Suez Canal, and British 
protection of Egypt against foreign attack. 
All these are accepted, more or less, by 
Egyptian politicians, but in the case of 
British troops to protect the country from 
outside aggression the popular feeling is 
so strong that the Egyptian negotiators 
may try to obtain their withdrawal. The 
British Government will be unable to 
make concessions on this point, however, 
as the forces must remain to defend 
Empire communications. The negotiations 
are likely to be prolonged, and it is 
expected that they will last for some 
months, :

Changes at Geneva 


_Permanent officials of the League of 
Nations are to begin their move into the 
enormous new palace which has been erected 
for them at Geneva, on the shores of the 
lake. It is contemplated that the move will 
be accomplished within a week, and 
arrangements have been made that the 
buildings now used by the League shall 
be given back to the Geneva municipal 
authorities. It is the intention of the 
authorities to turn the premises into 
private offices, and the League will be 
called upon to pay a very heavy sum of 
money for compensation, as the buildings 
will have to be restored to their former 
condition. The new League of Nations 
palace, which has cost two millions, will 
also involve a heavy expenditure for its 
running expenses, as these will be even 
larger than they were before the move,

LIGHTING THE LAMPS 


The men do the work of lighting the 
lamps in turn, and their average journey 
is about four miles. They travel in a 
small motor yawl. When they failed to 
return Captain James Higgins, Harbour 
Master, and a number of volunteers from 
the quays set out in parties in an en- 
deavour to locate them. They were ac- 
companied by three Civic Guards. 

An account of the search was given by 
who went with one 
party in a line towards the lighthouse. 

“ There was a howling gale,’’ said Cap- 
tain Higgins, “and for most of the way 
we were crawling along. * At times the 
members of the party were up to their 
waists in water and the cold was intense. 
We continued the search from eleven 
o'clock on Monday night until five yester- 
day morning, and all the searchers, and 
especialiy the Civic Guards, worked like 
drojans. 


EMPTY BOAT FOUND 


** At five o'clock we discovered the boat 
on the beach about two miles west of the 
Soldiers’ Point. The mast was in the 
boat, but the oars, rudder and tiller were 
missing, as well as the anchor. Two 
other members of the party picked up the 
oars and tool box some distance away 
from the boat on a grassy bank.” 

Captain Higgins stated that after find- 
ing the boat they continued the search 
outwards. They went to several of the 
beacons and climbed them in the hope of 


getting some trace of the lamp-lighters, }. 


but they were unsuccessful. Some of the 
lights were not burning, showing that the 
pilots had not got that distance before 
meeting with disaster. The search party 
only ceased their work when there was a 
danger of the tide surrounding them. 
Meantime other parties had gone to 
different parts of the coast. At four 
o'clock in the morning John McArdle and 
James McCormack drove to Bellurgan, 
and from there searched the shore, but 
failed to find any trace of the men. 


LIVES RISKED 


Great risks were taken by Charlie 
Clarke Tom Clarke, Joe Rice and John 
Shields. who went out in a small motor 
boat and searched all the perches on the 
side. ‘‘ These men,” said Captain 
Higgins, “all risked their lives in the 
work, but they found nothing. He 
added that at times during the night the 
vale was so severe that the searchers had 
to cling for a time to a post at the 
Soldiers’ Point lest they should be flung 
into the water. 

John Lambe was senior pilot at Dun- 
dalk for several years, and was regarded 
as a seaman of outstanding ability, but 
he was unable to swim. James Woods, 
who was a good swimmer, Was also a fine 
scaman and had been a pilot for years.

LIGHTSHIP FOUND 


Meanwhile the Fishguard steamer m.v. 
Innisfallen, which, owing to the gale, had 
been unable to leave Cork for Fishguard 
on Monday night, and had remained at the 
quayside in Cork all night with her pas- 
sengers aboard, had sailed from Cork yes- 
terday morning, and was passing down the 
harbour when she received the news that 
the lightship was in distress. 

The Innisfallen altered her course to 
southwards, and she and the destroyer set 
out to search for the lightship. i 

Within an hour they came up with her, 
and found that the position, though 
serious, was not quite so bad as had been 
feared 

Next Cove heard with relief a wireless 
message from the destroyer Tenedos: 
‘Lightship anchored 10.10 a.m. ‘half a 
mile south-west of the Daunt’s Rock buoy. 
Destroyer Tenedos standing by.” 

At 11 o’clock yesterday the Innisfallen 
and the destroyer were standing by, and 
the lightship was still safely anchored. 
Tremendous seas were still running, but 
the conditions had considerably improved. 


LIFEBOAT OUT 


The Ballycotton lifeboat also answered 
the distress signals from the lightship. 
but failed to come up with her, and after 
being many hours at sea the lifeboat 
reached Cove at noon. 

The lifeboat had spent some hours vainly 
searching in Ballycotton Bay for a fishing 
smack reported to be adrift.’ This fishing 
boat could not be located, and it is not 
known whether there was anybody on 
board, 

Later yesterday the destroyer wirelessed 
for a tug to bring the lightship into the 
harbour for -repairs.

LTHOUGH Dublin awoke in a 
blizzard yesterday morning and 
heavy snow had been falling since about 
midnight, the weather improved later, and 
by the afternoon -most of the slush had 
been cleared away from the city streets. 

A south-easterly gale was whipping the 
snow into drifts in many roads around 
the county, particularly on the south side 
of the city and along the coast. 

Sir John W. Moore, M.D., in an inter- 
view with an Irish Times reporter last 
night said that there was nothing 
phenomenal in the spell of cold weather 
that the country is now experiencing. The 
temperature at this season has been about 
the same for a number of years, and from 
his observations the cold seems likely to 
continue. 

The mean temperature for last week was 
39.9 degrees, varying from 48 to 28 
degrees, which is about normal, and the 
temperature yesterday morning at nine 
o’clock, when the blizzard seemed at its 
height, was only 34.3 degrees. 

Mr. M. J. Cassidy, the Telephone Traffic 

Superintendent, told an Irish Times 
reporter last night that all the local tele- 
phone lines are in order except the line to 
Cork, but only half the normal number of 
lines to London and Liverpool were work- 
ing. 
The forecast for to-day states that the 
weather is likely to remain unsettled. 
Moderate winds from southerly to westerly 
quarters, with clouds and cold passing 
showers, perhaps of sleet or hail, are 
probable, especially in the middle of the 
day or in the afternoon. 


TEN HOURS’ SNOW 


DROWNED AT 
CLONMEL 


A blizzard raged in Clonmel and district 
for many hours on Monday. Snow, accom- 
panied by a fierce gale and lightning 
flashes, fel] unceasingly for ten hours, and 
most of the town was plunged into dark- 
ness following the dislocation of the 
electricity supply. 

While walking on a wall past a flooded 
portion of the roadway. outside Clonmel 
yesterday afternoon, John O’Brien, aged 
15, of 45 Cashel road, slipped and fell into 
about eight feet of water. A companion, 
James Fraher, heard a cry of help as the 
boy disappeared, but on running through 
the flooded road to the scene was unable 
to find any trace of O’Brien. 

Civic Guards subsequently searched at 
the spot, but up to time of telegraphing no 
trace of the body was discovered. 

In the Cashel district vehicular traffic 
was impossible, as the snow was six feet 
deep in some places. In Cashel the streets 
were covered to a depth of three feet. 

The Tipperary monthly cattle and sheep 
fair, which fell through yesterday owing 
to the roads being rendered impassable by 
snowdrifts, has been postponed to next 
week, 


CONDITIONS IN FAR SOUTH 


Yesterday all the lower-lying regions in 
the Counties of Kerry, Cork and Tipperary 
were under water, while the higher levels 
and hills were covered with a blanket of 
snow, following the stormy weather on

The roads around Mallow were also 
covered with water, which in some places. 
was so deep that motor cars unable to 
proceed had to be abandoned, while the 
occupants walked back knee-deep. 

On Monday night a S.O.S. message 
was received at Killarney Post, Ofhce from 
Valentia, and owing to the dislocation of 
the telegraph and telephone wires it was 
not possible to communicate with the life- 
Saving centres on the coast. Previously, 
however, the post office had been able to 
send off messages received by the wireless 
station at Valentia from ships which were 
in need of help off the Irish coast. 

In the Midlands, around Maryborough. 
very many trees were uprooted, and, 
although the floods were not so serious as 
in the more southern counties, many 
stretches of land were under water. : 


FLOODING IN CORK 


Monday's weather in Cork and district 
was the worst within living memory— 
snow, sleet, rain, hail and a wind that 
blew with hurricane force all day and 
through the night. By early afternoon 
telegraphic communication was out of 
order. A little later the Shannon power 
failed all over the city of Cork. Fortu- 
nately, after an hour’s daley, a temporary 
supply was made available from the Cork 
Power House steam plant. 

At seven o'clock on Monday night the 
roof of a tenement house in Grattan 
street was blown in. Fortunately, nobody 
was injured, but four families rendered 
homeless had to be removed to the County 
Home. 

Next came an abnormally high tide, 
which flooded the entire centre of the 
city. The river rose above the quay level, 
and Patrick street, the Grand Parade, 
South Mall, etc., were partly under 
water, while Oliver Plunket street and 
the intersecting thoroughfares were like 
canals. . 

Further evidence of the extensive 
damage in rural areas was supplied 
yesterday, when bodies of sheep and hens 
and the trunks of trees were being swept 
down the swollen waters of the River Lee. 

Telephonic and telegraphi¢ communica- 
tion is still very badly dislocated. 


OTHER AREAS 


On Tuesday morning the snow was so 
deep in the streets of Roundwood Village 
that it reached the window sills. Along 


the roads adjoining the village the snow 
in places was five feet deep. 

_ Hundreds of sheep came down terrified 
from the mountain sides. It is feared 
that in the Roundwood and Glendalough 
districts hundreds of head of stock have

HEAVY CASUALTIES 
ON BOTH SIDES 


ITALIAN BOMBING RAIDS 


IGHTING in the Ogaden, where heavy 
casualties are stated to have been 
incurred by both sides, is reported by the 
Press Association Cocsaneuaden! at Addis 
Ababa yesterday. : 
The Abyssinians claim to have suc- 
ceeded in driving the Italians from 
Curati, which lies about fifty miles from 
Sasa Baneh, and is the junction of four 
caravan routes. 

No mention is made of this fighting in 
yesterday's Rome communiqué, which 
says: ‘‘ There is nothing to report on 
either front.” 

Great activity by Italian ’planes over 
the northern front also is reported yester- 
day from Addis Ababa. 

Three persons were killed and consider- 
able damage was done at Waldidda 


(Waldia) as a result of an aerial bom-' 


bardment. 

The Abyssinian Government yesterday 
flatly denied a report that Jijiga, on the 
southern front, had fallen to the Italians, 


It was also denied that the Abyssinian 


forces had suffered a reverse at Makale. 
BATTLE FOR THE WELLS 
ADDIS ABABA, Tuesday. 


It is officially stated here from Harar 
that, after a sharp fight, the Abyssinians 
have succeeded in driving the Italians 
from Curati, which lies south-east of Sasa 
Baneh. Heavy casualties were incurred 
on both sides. Curati lies about fifty 
miles from Sasa Baneh and is the junc- 
tion of four caravan tracks. The news of 
this fighting ends a long period of calm 
in the Ogaden. 

An Italian column was recently re- 
ported to be advancing from Harradigit 
in the direction of Sasa Baneh. Har- 
radigat and Curati are two miles apart 
and have the’same system of wells, which 
renders their dual occupation valuable, 


SURPRISE ATTACK 


Dedjasmatch Nasibu, who has per- 
sonally been directing the operations from 
Daggah Bur, with the Turkish General, 
Wehib Pasha, has for a long time planned 
the attack, which the Ethiopians claim 
has been entirely successful. The Italians 
occupied the entrenched Curati positions, 
but the thick bush in that area enabled 
the Ethiopians to spring a surprise 
attack. - 

An official account by the Abyssinian 
Government of the recent Italian bomb- 
ing raid puts the casualties at three dead 
and several wounded. It states that on 
Sunday afternoon a Caproni bomber again 
flew over Dessie, where the Emperor has 
his headquarters, and _ proceeded to 
Waldia. The fliers bombed the Waldia- 
Quoram-Lake Ashangi road, but there 
were no victims. 


ITALIAN AIR RAIDS 


Yesterday six Italian war 'planes came 
over. Three of them bombed Quoram and 
Ashangi, and the other three delivered a 
heavy and prolonged bombardment on 
Waldia. The wounded are being tended 
by the British ambulance, who are work- 
ing at full pressure collecting and dress- 
ing patients. 

The Crown Prince left here by ‘plane 
for the General Headquarters at Dessie 
this afternoon, but was forced to return 
here owing to the weather. The Emperor 
is expected to go to the Northern front 
almost immediately. 


RED CROSS ALARM 
THE HAGUE, Tuesday. 


The Dutch Red Cross has been alarmed 
by the Italian bombardment of BDessie, 
during which the Netherlands ambulance 
had a lucky escape, but it is reported that 
it will take no action in the matter, as 
there were no Dutch victims of the bom- 
bardment. It expects, however, that the 
French Minister at Addis Ababa, who re- 
presents Dutch interests, will act if 
Abyssinian reports are confirmed that an 
attack was intended to be made on the 
Dutch ambulance. 


STOCKHOLM, Tuesday. 


The .Swedish Red Cros expedition 
which was recently bombarded on the 
Somaliland front, and had its equipment 
removed by the Italians, will be re- 
established shortly, and will be joined by 
another small Red Cross group working 
under the direction of Dr, Agge.

DEBATE, involving issues of first- 
class international importance, 
opened in the Chamber to-day when the 
Franco-Soviet pact of mutual assistance, 
which is an apple of discord between 
France and Germany, came up for ratifica- 
tion. 

Deputies crowded into the House, and 
the public galleries were packed with 
spectators. | 

Numbers of plain-clothes. men guarded 
the approaches to the Chamber. 

The Lobbies were excited, but little 
doubt was expressed that the ratification 
of the pact would go through comfortably. 
It is not expected to be passed until Thurs- 
day, when the debate will be resumed, and 
in the meantime a certain number of the 
speeches will be vehemently against the 
pact. | 

At the outset of the debate M. de 
Lasteyrie, former Minister of Finance, 
under M. Poincare, moved that the debate 
be adjourned pending settlement of the 
question of Tsarist debts to France. 

He recalled that a total of 25,000,000 000 
gold francs was owed to two million French 
rentiers. 


PROPOSED LOAN 


M. de Lasteyrie declared that it was 
anomalous that at the moment when the 
French Government was _ considering 


borrowing three or four milliard francs | 
lending | 


from Britain the question of 
800,000,000 francs to the Soviets should 
have been raised.

M. Flandin, Foreign Minister, in reply, 
pointed out that the pact was purely 
political and not commercial. He added 
that there had never been any question, 
in the conclusion of the Franco-Sovietjpact, 
of completely renouncing the claims. of 
French bond-holders. This reservation, 
he said, was made by the French negotia- 
tions.

M. de Lastevrie later withdrew his 
motion to adjourn discussions of the pact. 


THE LEAGUE COVENANT 


M. Henry Torres (Left Independent), 
rapporteur on the bill for ratification of 
the pact, spoke for ninety minutes. He 
developed a juridical analysis of the pact, 
and its relationship to the: League 
Covenant and Locarno. He defined the 
aims of the pact as:— 

1—To implement the Covenant. 

2—To pave the way to organisation of 

security in Eastern Europe. 

He rebutted the German contertion that 
the pact contravenes Locarno, and declared 
that there was no question of encirc!ing 
Germany, to whose signatute the pact 
remains open. German fears were un- 
founded, he said. 

M. Fernand Laurent (Centre) opposed 
the pact, which, he said, would automatic- 
ally drag France into war alongside Russia 
if Russia were attacked. 

The question of debts ought to have 
been linked up with the pact. He con- 
cluded: ‘‘ Agreement with the Russian 
people, ‘Yes’; with Third International 
and the Soviets, “No.” (Right and 
Right Centre cheers. ) 

The debate will be resumed on Thurs- 
day, when M. Flandin and M. Herriot are 
expected to deliver important speeches. 
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COAL-CATTLE PACT

STATEMENT EXPECTED IN 
DAIL TO-DAY

‘It is expected that the Government will 
be in a position in the Dail to-day to 
make an authoritative statement with 
regard to the coal-cattle agreement. An 
opportunity will be afforded for this on 
the second stage of the Finance (Special 
Drawback) Bill. This is the bill by which 
the Government will be enabled to refund 
to coal importers the amount of duty paid 
on imported coal which was in the hands 
of the importers on the 24th January 
ast. 

Such a statement would be very oppor- 
tune at the present moment, especially in 
view of certain rumours which have 
obtained currency in the coal trade to the 
effect that the Free State may revert to 
taking coal from Germany and Poland. 
These rumours were freely canvassed 
yesterday, and, while there is no reason 
to believe that they have any foundation 
in fact—especially having regard to the 
official annoyncement made on 31st De- 
cember that the Free State Executive 
Council has made an Order under the 
Control of Imports Act authorising the 
import of 3,113,000 tons of British coal 
in the period from 1st February, 1936, till 
ólst January, 1937—it obviously would be 
desirable to have them definitely and 
authoritatively denied. 

Farmers and others interested in the 
cattle trade are also vitally concerned to 
know what the new pact will do for them. 
An influential member of the trade stated 
yesterday that a reduction of at least, 
20 per cent. of the existing penal duties 
was fully expected. 

It would seem from the statement in the 
House of Commons on Monday that the 
discussions have not yet been completed ; 
but, on the other hand, there is the fact 
that the Free State delegates have returned 
to Dublin. In these circumstances Mr. 
MacEntee, the Minister for Finance, will 
have the opportunity of clearing up a 
situation which is surrounded by a good 
deal of doubt, and of giving valuable 
information to two important branches of 
industry.

Amendments to 
Employment Bill

OTH Houses of the Oireachtas will 
meet to-day. The Senate will find 
itself in the position of having advanced a 
further step towards dissolution ; for since 
its last meeting the final period of sixty 
days has elapsed, and all that remains to 
be done now is the passing in the Dail of 
a motion declaring the Dissolution Bill to 
have been passed by both Houses, after 
which the Senate will cease to exist. There 
is no sign that the Government intend to 
do this just yet. 

Two bills ,will be before the Senate to- 
day. One of these is that abolishing unti- 
versity representation. The Senate is 
presented with this bill under Article 58a 
of the Constitution, which means that it is 
given an opportunity to accept or reject 
it. Whatever action Senators may take 
does not matter, since, in the circum- 
stances, all that is required is the lapse of 
sixty days. The occasion presented by to- 
day's proceedings will, no doubt, be 
utilised by Senators to indicate their views 
on the general policy of the Government 
in abolishing the representatives of the 
universities. 

The second bill to come before the Senate 
to-day is the Conditions of Employment 
Bill. It will be recalled that the Senate 
inserted in this measure a large number of 
amendments, all of which, with the ex- 


‘ception of three, were accepted by the 


Government. It is the fate of these three 
amendments which will be discussed to- 
day. Strange as it may seem, if the 
Senate so willed it has the power to hold up 
this bill for a period of eighteen months by 
simply insisting upon the retention of these 
amendments. There is, however, no reason 
to anticipate such a disastrous outcome. 
The amendments in question were intro- 
duced by members of the Labour group, 
and there is hardly any doubt that 
between themselves and the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce a reasonable 
compromise will be effected. 


IN THE DAIL 


In the Dail the order of business will 
probably be as follows:—The_ second 
stages of the School Attendance Bill, the 
Finance (Special Drawbacks) Bill, the 
Poor Relief (Dublin) Bill, the Harbours, 
Docks and Piers (Charges) Bull, the 
Weights and Measures Bill, and the 
Spanish Trade Agreement Bill. It is 
understood that at 6.30 the recommittal 
stage of the Courts of Justice Bill will be 
continued. : 

At 9.30 the discussion of the motion by 
Deputies Anthony and Morrissey on the 
subject of ground rents will be continued. 

Among the questions for Ministers 1s on» 
by Mr. Norton regarding pensions for mon 
of the Connaught Rangers who took pat 
in the mutiny in India in 1920; in another 
Mr. Everett will ask the Minister for 
Justice whether he would take steps to 
discontinue evictions of town tenants

Mr. Frank MacDermot and Dr. 
Rowlette have given notice of the follow- 
ing motion: ‘‘ That, in the opinion of the 
Dail, the Government has not given 
adequate attention to the problem of parti- 
tion.” 


SUPPLEMENTARY 
ESTIMATES 


Details of certain supplementary 
estimates which were introduced last week 
have now been circulated. These include 
a sum of £700 required by the Department 
of Local Government in connection with 
the cost of the Local Government (Dublin) 
Tribunal, and £200 for expenses arising 
out of the operation of the Therapeutic 
Substances Act, 1932. 

An additional sum of £75,000 is required 
by the Department of Lands, including 
incidental expenses £1,300, solicitors’ 
branch, incidental expenses £2,500, im- 
provement of estates £120,000, and assist- 
ance of migrants from the Gaeltacht £450. 
The difference between these sums is 
attributed to savings in other departments. 

The office of the Minister for Finance 
requires an additional £900 in connection 
with the Civil Service Commission ; £1,040 
is needed for additional examiners, super- 
intendents, etc.; £70 for travelling ex- 
penses,- £190 for additional provision for 
printing examination papers, advertise- 
ments, etc. The total amount is £1.370, 
which is reduced to £900 by savings in 
other respects. A sum of £370 is required 
by the Public Record Office for the 
purchase of historical documents.

COMPULSORY ARMY

The expected Government bill to 
strengthen Belgium’s military defences

nent defence of the country by all arms.” 

Under the new measure the period of 
Army service for conscripts will range 
from six to eighteen months, according to 
the arm in which a man is serving. Under 
the Military Law passed in 1928 the period 
of service for conscripts varied from eight 
to fourteen months.

On the preliminary section of the draft 
programme of the party, ‘‘ affirming loyalty 
to the Republican faith of James Connolly

necessary, at a time when Republicanism 
might mean anvthing. to enlarge the reference 
to Connolly's Republican faith to read his 
working-class Republican faith 

Mr. F. Robbins (Dublin) said that. the 
views put forward by Senator O’Farreil 
amazed him. The Senator should know that 
the Rising was the turning point: in Irish 
history, and that because of it he and others 
now represented the people in the nation’s 
Parliament. The men referred to were only 
minor leaders in 1916. They now represented 
the type of middle class who were anxious to 
maintain the capitalistic svstem of society. 
It was a shame that Senator: O'Farrell should 
defame the men who, in the name of the 
Citizen Army, gave their lives in 1916 for 
their beliefs. He was surprised to hear such 
sneering remarks 


right to say 1 made sneering remarks. What 
I wanted to say was that the Proclamation 
of Easter Week said nothing about a 
Workers’ Republic. 


CONNOLLY’S REPUBLIC 


Senator T. Johnson said that if the re- 
ference was to be taken as an indication that 
the Labour Party was turning more to the 
left than hitherto, they should understaad 
fully what was meant by Connolly's concep- 
tion of a Workers’ Republic. With very 
slight modifications Connolly's conception of 
a Republic was contained in his writings 
from 1896 to 1915, and it was very different 
from anything contained in the draft pro- 
gramme. The democratic principles pro-

claimed in Easter Week were not the Re- 
publican principles of Connolly 

Mr. Cathal O’Shannon (Dublin) said that 
the Labour Party had a history of whica 
none might be ashamed. They had been 
taunted that they had not been left wing or 
that they had not been Republicans because 
it served the purpose of certain people to 
keep the truth from the young people. The 


‘Rising had had a tremendous influence on 


the working-class. 

Mr. Seamus O'Brien, Dublin, said that Con- 
nolly’s Republican faith was enshrined in the 
proclamation of 1916. 

Mr. P. J. O’Brien, Limerick, urged the 
delegates to be realists. They should remem- 
ber that the Rising was now some twenty 
years back, and in the situation that had de- 
veloped since they were representing the 
people—hewers of wood and drawers of water 
—who were not enjoying the measure of free- 
dom which they should in a Christian State. 

Mr. W. Norton, T.D., asked if there was 
anything wrong in a working. class party 
standing for the implementation of a Republi- 
can form of government. In his view, Sena- 
tor O'Farrell seemed prepared to concede that 
the epoch-making period of 1916 belonged to 
everybody in the community but the working 
class. He was not prepared to concede that 
the custodians of national honour were to be 
found in ranks other than the working class. 

The matter dropped, and the conference pro- 
ceeded to consider other sections of the pro- 
gramme. 

Speaking of the flour milling industry in 
relation to the programme, Mr. P. O’Brien 
(IT. and G.W.U.) said that seven mills were 
at present carrying surplus stocks, and m a 
short time they would have to close down 
because the country was being over-milled. 
He believed the Government had power. 
through the Frices Commission, to remedy 
the position, if they had the courage to do it.

“JUGGLING WITH FINANCE” 


On the question of financial policy, Senator 
Johnson said he thought it quite possible to 
over-estimate the value of nationalising the 
banking ‘system. A cut of 10 per cent. in 
bankers’ dividends would take about one per 


_cent. from the rate of interest on loans, and 


that would not be an appreciable improve- 
ment. Any inquiry that was to be under- 
taken should be as early as possible, and 
should not wait for the return of a Labour 
Government. 
Suggest that the present Commission was 
limited or restricted in its power or scope. 
They had not the mineral resources upon 
which to base a changed currency, and the 
cnly staple basis was the labour power of 
the people. | 

Senator O'Farrell characterised such a basis 
as extraordinarily wide and dangerous, and 
said that in that respect the programme 
seemed to point towards large-scale inflation. 
It was pernicious to think that by juggling 
with finance they could increase the pros- 
perity of the country. 

Senator Johnson said that, in the light of 
the Workers’ Republic, the financial pro- 
gramme seemed to savour of capitalism. The 
proposals were quite impossible to reconcile 
with the general scheme of policy, and he 
could not see anything in it but a highly 
centralised capitalistic institution, which if 
proposed by any other Government would be 
denounced high and low by Labour. 

Senator Farrell. asked what the functions 
of a Labour Government were to be if it was, 
as proposed, intended to hand over such 
questions as currency to an Egonomic Coun- 
cil. W. B. Yeats wrote about the “ mist 
that does be in the bog, but the present idea 
was a nightmare. 

Senator Foran said the idea of an Economic 
Council was the most important in their pro- 
gramme. At present it seemed that the more 
they developed what was called industry the 
more unemployed they had. Most of 
people educated in the universities received it 
at their expense, and they became scientists 
and engineers and later developed machines 
and inventions which created unemployment. 

He instanced that in the case of flour 
milling, before the intensification of indus- 
try that there was a greater number em- 
ployed in that industry at a time when. they 
were only producing one-fourth of their re- 
quirements than at present, when they had 
almost reached the production of their total 
requiremenis. They had got to make up their 
minds to control the machine if they were 
te make any inroad into the unemployment 
problem. 


Mr. Michael Price moved an addition to 


the policy in relation to fisheries—that the 
party hold that the rivers, lakes and inland 
natural waterways, with their resources, were 
the property of the people, subject to their 
jurisdiction, and that the claim of any in- 
dividual or company to exclusive ownership 
should be abolished. 

The Chairman said that he would make a 
note of Mr. Price's remarks. |
